Through the years | have thoroughly enjoyed 
working in the field of Communications, starting the the crude wireless equipment of pre-World War 
One days down through the years when it took a specialist to handle each separate phase of the art.

I! found | always had so much 
‘top priority" demands upon my time that | had little left to inform such ‘willing’ members to 
function. Some five years ago one of our members volunteered to take over upon retirement. 
When the retirement finally materialized, he decided to spend time relaxing and travelling. | While 
| regret the time lost | feel this was his perogative and | continue to feel his is one of our best 
members. 


The year 1985 was what | now feel was my "burn-out" year. [During this period | published four 
40-page copies of Sparks Journal and in addition | also published the 114 page Directory and the 
SOWP Call Book. This in addition to trying to keep ‘on top' of all the administrative ( and other) 
work taxed my time and ability to the limit. | have no regrets now but ! can say the "deadlines" 
requiring attention caused me to cast a new perspective on my activities since for nearly twenty 
years | have let Society activities and business preempt my own life and welfare.

all that | did have plenty of moral support and some of it very active - along the way. I! could fill 
a page with names of those who spent time and money to promote the Society, and perhaps at a later 
date when | have space available | will list these very worthy members who should never be forgotten.

Due to the lapse in mailing of the SPARKS JOURNAL we have 
received many requests voicing concern as to whether members may 
be delinquent in their dues and have been dropped; whether copies 
have gone astray etc. etc. The answer in most all cases is that the member's dues are 
current but that the last Sparks Journal mailed was No. 8-2 in April 1986. Elsewhere, you 
will find the reason for this lapse. Of immediate concern to all members is the fact that we 
HAVE ADVANCED DUES COVERAGE ACROSS THE BOARD FOR ONE YEAR. In other 
words ... if you were paid up through 1987, you will now be paid up through 1988. If you 
were paid up three years in advance, the last year will be stretched to the following date of 
"PAID UP" membership. However, if paid up dues terminated with 1986, then dues for 

1988 are due and payable as of January 1 1988. We invite all those who have not paid up 
their 1987 dues ( now 1988) to voluntarily mail in their dues at existing rate, ie: $10.00 for 
one year or $25.00 for 3 years. It might be noted that the dues may change next year due 
to increasing costs of printing and of course much higher postage rates than 1980 on which 
our current costing is based.
